It should however be emphasized that, since afl parts of the J'*®^*^^^?*^^ 
description and^awlngs) may be amended during the international preliminay "^^".^PfSf^,'''^ ^Hf h«d 
no neidto fDe amendments of the daime under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicarjt wants 
for the purposes of provisionai pcoteoUon or has anomer reason for amending the daima before mtomationa! pbuKoanon. 
Furthemwre, it should be emphasized that provisional protection is available in smne States only. 

What parts of the International appHcaMon may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the deims may also be amended (or tu^wr amended) under ^rtide 34 totore 
the Irrtemalionai Prelimmary Examining Authority. The descnption and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the International Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, aU parts of the intemattonei applioaiion may be amended under Article 28 
or, where applicable.

How? Either by canoelltng one or more entire daims, by adcSng one or more new daima or by amendng the text of 

one or more ol the daims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the daims which, on aeoounl of an amendment or 

amendments, diffefs from the sheet originally filed. 

Afl the daims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a olfij^ 
oanoelled. no remlunbering of the other daims is required. In alt cases where daims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instmdions, Section 205(b}}. 

The amendments must be made in the tonguage bi which the intemaUon«l appHeatlon Is to be published.

If. at the time of filing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for inlemational preliminary "*^»"^"J_ 
has dready been submitted, the af^lcant must preferably, d the same time of filing the amendmonto wfth the 
Intemdional Bureau, d&o file a copy of such amendments with the International f>reumlnary Examining
